It is St Awſtenes reſolution, Spc- 
ceffio Epiſcoporum ab ipſa ſede Perrz,is that which , a- 
gong other things by him named, keepes us 27 gremzo 
Eccleſie,. and ſubje&s us to our Biſhops juriſdiction, 
The meeting inthe text is intended for two Actions, 
Breaking of bread,and Preaching. And the eſfpeciall in- A 
tent of this meeting is,to receive our Biſhops direRions 
for theadminiſtration of the Sacraments 8& Preaching, 
as his Articlcs inform us.Hitherto, if I can but hold me 
by my text,I hope not to fall into impertinencies. But 
inthenexr place the day of meeting in therext jumperh 
not with the day of meeting for this our Synod. For that 
is the firſt day of the week : yet this comes as neere it as 
may be,for with Jacob it holds his brother by the heelez 
this is the ſecond. And had it been appointed on a Sun- 
day,th2 authority of the Councell of Conſtantinople,

Bat in the other circumſtances the texr and the time 
are nothing ar a!l allied. The place of meeting then was 
an upper chamber,ours a Church dedicated and conſe- 
crated for thoſe holy durics in the text;and uſed alſo for 
Synods.That meeting was inthe night,ours inthe day. 
They had the benefit of many lights, we of one grear 
light that ruleth the day.

It was full thirty yecres before their children 
could turne their tongues from Sw2dayto hit on Sab- 
bath : and if the Gileadites that met with the Ephrai- - 
mites before they could frame to pronounce Shbbo- 
leh, had ſnapt theſe roo before they had port their 
Sabbath by the end, their counſell had brought 
much peace to the Church., For this name Sabbath is 
not a bare name, like a ſport in their fore-hegds to know 
Labans ſheep from Jacobs ; but indeed itisa myſterie 
of iniquity, intended againſt the Church. For allow 
them but their Sabbath, and you mult allow them the 
ſervice that belongs to their Sabbath. Then muſt you 
haveno Letany,for that is no ſervice fortheir Sabbath. 
(containing ſuffrages deviſed by Pope Gregory) but 
for Sundayes;nay,tor Wedneſdaies and Fridaies,which 
muſt not ſobeeuſed, for fixe dazes thou muſt labour : 


- nay, you muſt have no part of the ſervice inthe Com- 


munion booke uſed, for that is ſervice alſo for holy 
daies, which are abominatcd as idolatricall, being dedi- 
cated to Saints. Well then,the Sabbath muſt be yeelded 
them,otherwiſc there will be no day left for God to he 
ſerved on. What 
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What Service then muſt you allow them for their 
Sabbath 2 Why nothing bur preaching. How ſhall 
chat be knowne 2 Why our of their-owne mouthes. 
Thus ſoone atcer the Conventicle in London in 84. a- 
bourthe 31. yeare of the Sabbaths nativitie, writeth 
one of them 1n his letter to ſome Superintendent a- 
mengſt them,to whom he gives anaccount of his Sab- 
baiksexerciſe : Egoſfingulis Sabbathis, ſi non alias ad- 
veniens locum ſupplear, ( cum preſcripia Leuurgeias 
formula mhil habens commercti ) in catu concionenm ha- 
beo, wdque reverendorum fratrum confilio; 1 preache- 
very Sabbathin the congregation, ( having nothing ar 
all to doe with the order preſcribed in the booke of 
Common Prayer ; ) and this he does, not of his owne

livered doubrleſle in that late Synode. 

Now you ſee the Common Prayer booke,” which 
the Kings Majeſties authoricy in cauſes Ecclefiaſticall, 
with the convocation houſe, have appointed, and the 

Parliament thereumto afſented,jiscleane caſt out oftheir 
Sabvath, and no ſervice allowed oruſed but preachings 
Marvailc not then at the caſting out of lawfull ſports 
their zeale could and diddiſpenſe with them well e- 
nough for along time together, as they of Genevah 
and the Low-countries ( even fitting the Synode of 
Dort) did, and ſtilldoe.

And in obedience to this poſitive 
conſticutionofholy Church S. Auguſtine would have 
his bearers toobſerve the Lords day @ veſpers ad veſpe- 
ram, from Even to Even, ſicut antiquis preceprum eſt de 
Sabbathogas it was alſo commanded the Jewes concer- 
ning the Sabbath. And therefore (faith he) looke that 
from Saturday at even, «ſq; ad veſperam dies Dominica, 
cill cheLords day at even, we ſet aſide all rurall &world- 
ly buſineſle, wr ſolo drvino cultut vacemm, that we may 
attend only onthe Lords ſervice,and begin to repaireto 
the Churchto evening prayer on Saturday nights; and 
he thatcannot ſo doe,let him be ſure to pray at home, 

Remember then that you which will needs have the _ 
Lordsday a Sabbath do ſet afide all bufineſſe,and Ack 
to the Church to ſay or heare Service on Saturday 
Evens;wbich hitherto you have not done,notwithſtan- 
ding the order of the Church, which preſcribeth thar

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2. Inthe next place, we have in the next words to 
conſider of the perſons that rhen met. Theſe were not 
Jewes,for thenrhe Sabbath had beene the day of their 
meeting z bur Gentiles ,Aftans, Macedonians, Theffalo- 
nians, Pawl,with his companions and Diſciples. Now 
Paul had ordered before this time in Galaria, and in 
Corinth, that his Diſciples were to have their mee- 
tings on the. firſt day otthe weeke, whereuntothey 
ſubmicred themſelves. For on the firſt day of the weeke 
they now met, and {o did the whole Church of God 
by their example for ever afrer. Wherefore their obe- 
dience and humility. would better beſeeme us, thanthe 
prideand oppoſition of Dzorrephes againſt S. John,and 
S. Paul, and the whole Church of God abour the day 
of meeting,orthe Service thereon uſed, onely for pre- - 
heminence ſake. 

3. Now I come in the next place to the holy .duties 

wherein the Apoſtle and his Diſciples ſpent the Lords 
day. The firſt of theſe is breaking of bread. How is that 
done? S. Auſtime tells us, ſicut frangitur in Sacramento 5 4y,.cy.06. 
eorports Chriſti,not as bread is broken ina Taverne,but 
as it is brokenin the Sacrament of the Lords body. 
Therefore the Syriac plainly calleth this breaking of 
bread, receiving the Euchariſt. So doth Juſtzn Martyr. 
Ardnone is ſo tit as heto expound S. Auſtnes ſicur,to 
tell us how bread was broken in the holy Euchariſt in 
thoſe primitive times. This he doth in his information 
given thereof unto Antoninu prm.

Thusthe firſt Service cadeth with a Sermon, 

And now begins the ſecond Service. Sub hee conſur- 
gimw omnes,&c prayers being finiſhed, and the Ser- 
mon done, wecall ſtand up at once and poure out our 
prayers. Stand up and pray ! Marvaile not at this: Forin 
the Primitive Church prayers on the Lords day were 
performed ſtanding, in memory of Chriſts reſurreci- 
on. And it was not lawfull de genzculs adorareyto pray 
kneeling,as appeares out of Teriul:an, andthe Nicene 
Councell, ard the Fathers thar ſucceeded. 

Thenprecbw finus, prayers being ended, ez qui fra- 
iribus preeſt, offertur pant«,Fc. Bread, wine,and water 
are offered to the Prieſt, who taketh the ſame, and with 
all his might courageouſly preces & gratiarum aBtiones 
profundit, poures out prayersand benedictions. over 
them : and then all the people give a cheerfull accla- 
mation, and cry Amen. Then is diſtribution made 
euique preſenti,to every one preſent ; doubtleſſe ro Lay 
menas well as to Pricſts and D:acons. Then alſothe 


richer ſort contribute what they thinke fir, which is-laid 


up for the uſe of the poore.

cond Service is founded on, and agreeth with the pra- 
Rice of the Primitive Church, bythe teſtimony of this 
holy Martyr. Yetthis may moreclearly be delineated 
out of the Fathers that ſucceeded him. Chriſtian Chur- 
ches in the Primitive times had theſe diſtin places in 
them : there was Sacrarimm, Pretbytertum, and audito- 
rium © the Sacrarmm or holy place, was diſtinguiſhed 
from the Presbyrerie by cercain liſts & railes: the Preſ- 
byterie alſo was divided from the Auditorie,Nave,and 


body ofthe Church per cancels, by a certain partition 


that gave it thename ofa Chauncell: Inthe holy place 
ſtood the Altar,or Lords boord,and not inthe body of 
the Church. In the Presbyterie was placed Cathedre 
Epiſcopi, exedre Presbyterorum, the Biſhops Chaire 
or Throne, 6: ſtalls for Prieſts. For anciently noneelſe, 
not ſo muchas Deacons, were permitted to fit inthe 
Church. Inthe Auditorie ſtood the Pulpit, or Readers 
Tribunall(as S.Cyprzan calls it.)Now the Service that

Saint Pawls preaching is of three kinds : 1. Naizen, he 
reaſoned with them, or taught them by way ot dia- 
logue. 2. minus F aizzy, he continued his ſpeech. 3. 
694ozs, VErsI1.he uſeda long homily,which held from 
midnigtit till morning. 

For the firſt : Saint, Pavls preaching did not ſtand on- 
ly inmaking along diſcourſe,which ſome, pitifully pe- 
riſhing in a dearth of matter, and in an inundation of 
light and froathie words,trumpet up forthe onely prea- 
ching: but he gave others leavetoſpeake as wellas him- 
ſelie; for that muſt needs be to hold up the dialogue 
in the text, yet he preached for all that. Wherefore if 
the Curate catcchiſe inthe afternoone , as he is com- 
manded, by queſtion and anſwer, which makes the Di- 
alogue inthe rext, this man preacheth. There is there- 
fore no cauſe atall why ſome ſhould take the matter ſo 
grievouſly , that charge ſhould be given by the King 
(whom they never meane to obey therein ) that afcer- 
noone Sermons ſhould be turned incocatechiſing , that 
is,that one kind of preaching ſhould be exchanged for 
another,the lefſe profitable for rhe more ufetull. Cer- 
taine alſo itis, that whether they travell all the Scrip-" 
tures over,and then paſſe onto the ancient Farhers,they 
ſhall find no ground atull for the fruitleſſeand diſobe- 
dicnt exerciſe of their afternooneralenr, till they come 
home to their owne wilfull ſelf-conceitednefI2.Our Sa- 
viour came not to breake the law, but to fulfillir, who 
being at Capernaum on a Sabbath day pre2ched but 
once. For ſtatzme Synagoga, from the Synagogue he 
weat immediatcly to Sons houle to dinher , where

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Simons wives mother miniſtredunto them, Mar.1.z1. 
andthere ſtayed healing diſeaſes till Sunne ſcr,and wenr

True it is Saint Peer preached once at the ninth

per chamber all night long. | | 

The holy Fathers alſo ia the beſt times had their 
Sermons in the forenoones , and it will be hard for the 
beſt or ſtubborneſt of themall ro ſhew a Sermon prea- 
ched by any of the Fathers inthe afternoone, Saint Baſil 
onely excepted, who had his ſecond and ninth homilie, 


inthe afrernoone z becauſe as Socrares and Nicephorus Socrat.l.5.c.27. 
afirme, the cuſtome in Cxſarea was not to preach in NY 12. 
the forenoone, but Epiſcops & Sacerdores poſt lucerna-** 


rum accenſiones ſacras Scripiuras populo exponunt ; the 
people have the Scriptures expounded to them in the 
afternoon. Their preaching was but expounding(as they 
call it )and that but once nether. Why then ſhould they 
not yeeld to change their afrernoone diſcourſing into 
preaching by way of dialogue, as St. Paul here did ? 
Secondly, St. Paxl preached ours, all the while he 
was in his Homilie. What his homilic was.,it is hard for 


metoſay ; whether it wss one that himſelte made, and 
did not reade z of one that he read,and another made..

I pray youtell mee, ( when S. Paul went through 
divers Churches,as now he did,ro eſtabliſh them inthe 
faich, and to that end tooke with him dogmara, the de- 
crecs made by the Apoſtles and Elders that werear Je- 
ruſalem, and delivered them to the Churches to be 
kept) whether hee did reade them or no, or delivered 
them as a Roll ſealed up 2 If hee readthem,therc's his 
homilie. And moſt certaine it 1s he read them, even by 
his owne rule. Forif he cauſed Epiſtles from ſome one 
man to bee read in the @Qhurch by him that brought 
them, it is morethan cvident that himſelfebringing 
the Decrecs of the Apoſties and Elders,he would not in 
any ſort tranſgrefſe his owne rule,burtdoe the Decrees, 
himfelfe and the Church that right as to reade them, 
that the Churches might fee whar it wasthat hee deli- 
vered them to keepe, and be fully aſſured that himſelfe 
walked ifithe ſclfe ſame ſteps wirh the reſt of the Apo- 
ſtles, and ſo be enabled to ſtopthe mouthes of all falſe 
Apoſtles, who objected rhar againſt him, and thereby 
be fully eftabliſhed inrhe faith, which was the only end 
of his comming, which could not have beene wrought 
nor obtained, if tbeſe Decrees had not beene read at all, 
or read by any other. Wherefore I rake it fora cleare 
truth,thar S. Paulread the Decrees, & ſure Iam by the 
word ufed inthe text,that when he read them,& didno 
more but read them, withour adding or diminiſhing, 
that he preached by way of Homilic : 5uuviex;. 

Reading of Homilies then is preaching, and fo ad- 
judged by the lcarned Biſhops 1n the Councell of 
Rhemes, 
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Rhemes. The Canon concerneth Biſhops themſelves,

they are ſaid to be preached for the profit and peace of 
the Charch. This reading of Decrees is called preach- 
ing inthe Councell of Conſtantinople. 

If then reading of Decrees of the Apoſtles, and by 
that preſident reading of Diprtychs and Homilies bee 
preaching, and nſed for the profit and peace of the 
Church,& for the eſtabliſhing of them in the faith, then 
ſurely is reading of Leſſons, Epiſtle and Goſpel, much 
more preaching,and the Reader is a Preacher.

think rhat this bleſſed Archbiſhop & Martyr, and theſe 


holy and learned Biſhops would not ſharply have cen- 
ſured the broachers of ſuch doqrine within their Dio- 
ccilcs 2 or will you condemne them, their doctrine and 
C:nons,to'deifie TiC, 2 

For my part, qui Batzwn 100 0dit, amet twa Carmina 
Aw, hoe thatdeteſterh notthe Father of ſuch Schil(- 
mar:c:s,with their Brood, I with htm no worſe but that 
h: may fa!l ſo farre in love with the pure zeale of thoſe 
wandring Danites , their refined brethren led by ſuch 
guides, that they may belceverheir ſpies , and follow 
them per mare, per terras, intonew Laith, rodwell in a 
Land of chcir owne, and to goe no more out, bur make 
themlclves happy without corrivalls, underan Ephod 
and Pricſt of Micha's owne making.

plinc ofthe Church. Theſe are whoriſh 8 Babylon:ſh: 
Bur tythe milkais'not whoriſh, if it bee not mingled 
with watcr; nora iythe ſheafc Babylonrſh , till it be as 
big as great Baby lomnit ſelfe. Is nor this ridiculons/hy- 
pocrifie: It cheirſtomacks be ſo ſqueazy to riſe againſt 
theſe things, becauſe their pure no(trill reſenteth.the dip 
of the Popes foot in them, letthem begin ro abandon 
the Pope irithat which he hath by Canons & Bulls al- 
lowed,viz.intythes and offcrings;and notinthat which 
he neverallowed, in our Booke of Common Praier, 
whercinis ſet downe the onely diretion wee have for 
keeping the Lords day in ſuch godly durics as the Text 
ſpecifieth. It their condemnation or want oof the Popes 
confirmation of that holy book, were of power tohang 
a mill-ſtone about it, and tocaſt it into the bottome of 
the ſea of their abominations, we mighr lie downin ſor- 
row. & cry our laſt 7chabod, the glory is departed from 
Iſrael: And they might with the voice of melody fing

This very place of Scripture our zealous Sabbatar;- 
ans his iſſue, borrow of that Jew, and uſe as a ſword 
to cur off all ſports and recreations on their Sabbarh, 
with all other aRions of our owne, becauſe we are for- 
bidden zo doe our owne will, or 10 ſpeake our owne words, 
or vaine words on the Sabbath. But let them beware 
that with Saul they fall not upon their owne ſword. For 
I pray you deale clearly, and ſay, whether thoſe thar 
will neither preach, pray, catechile, adminiſter rhe Sa- 
craments, nor performe anie part of divine Service, as 
Gods Magiſtrate appoints, do&not their owne wills 2

Lct thoſe thenthat are ſo violentiagainſt 
ſach as recreate themſelves civilly and modeſtly, in 
ſuch wiſe as Gods Magiſtrate doth allow, to prove 
them Sabbath-breakers, which is no {tne at all,. looke 
they be not found ſuch as with an high hand-and ſtiffe 
necke profanc the Lords day in deſpite of Authority, 
ard ſo adde drunkennefle to thirſt,namely,to their open 
profanation, rebellion, ordiſobedience,which is as the 
{in of witchcraft, From which leprofie waſhing ſeven 
times in Jordan will not. cleanſe them, unleffe they can 
prove Gods Magiſtrate Nebzchodonoſor , and them- 
{clves the three children. 

Surc I am thcir diſobedient 8 ſcornfull comerpt of 
our Church Liturgie is ro many godly & learned men, 
far thcir Superiours intheſe reſpeRs,very ſcandalous ; 
and may drive many that reverenec antiquity with us, 
and far that cauſe ſtand wellaffecd to our Church, .to 
withdraw themſclves from us. That it is not to be wan- 
dred at if Recufants ſhould increaſe, but rather it is a 
wonder that there are no more. For how-canany man

They will. uſeno Crofle forſooth,nor Surplice,meet 
no coarle at the Church gate, Churchnowomen, reade 
no Serviceon Wedneſdaies, Fridaies, Saturdaics, Ho- 
ly-dazes., nor on their Eeves , will not ſtand art the 
Creed, nor Goſpel, kneele ar the Communion, nor 
bowethe knce atthe blefſcd Name of the Lord] x - 
$Us,nor goc in proceſſion, or keep their perambulati- 
ons, nor doe any thing at all as the Church appoints ; 
yetthe worſt js, they would bee eſteemed members, 
pay pillars of the Church: whereas indeed they are nei- 
ther the one nor the other, buta diſeaſe, afretting can- 
ker,a dangerous faction inthe Church. They are wan- 
dring ſtarres,and diſaſtrous planets, who have and doe 
blaſt the moſt Alouriſhing and glorious Church under 


the cope of Heaven, were ir-not that theſe withered * 


branches doc appeare her onely ſpors of diſgrace. And 
becauſe they are ſuch , hence it is that the Church for 
ber owne ſafety is faine to renounce all defenceof them.

ders,nay to honour the Lord and his day,in breaking of 
bread,and preaching in ſuch ſort as ſhee hath learned of 
S. Paul, and delivered inthe Book of Common Praier. 
And now'I have done with them. 

| Thelaſt point with which I will conclude,is the place 
where S.Paul preached : 1x an ppper chamber. 
Let no man thinke from hence, that hee hath gota 
warrant to doe fo intheſe daics. This is the third time 
Paul came ro Troas. At the firſt time, being 41.yceres 
of age (as ſome account) he was called away by a vift- 
Es 16. on into Macedonia,and made no ſtay at all. Aboutthree 
: {/orz. yeeres afterhe came thither againe to looke for Titus, 
but not finding him, he onely ſaluted the brethren, and . 
went away in great heavineſſe. Now in tHe 47*h.yeere 
of his age hee comes hither againe , and ſtayes bur ſe- 
 _ ven daiesz ſo that hee had no time to take order for 
building of a Church to preach, and to celebrate the 
Euchariſt in. Follow him therefore to Corinth,where - 
hee ſtaid a yeere and fixe moneths, where wee ſhall 
not take him preaching in an upper chamber. For ſo 
4751311, ſoone as the Jewes had driven him our of the Syna-= _ 
goguec , and beaten Soſthencs the Ruler of the Syna- 
gogue for ſuffering him to preach on the Sabbath day, 
and alſo blaſphemed his doqtrine in all probabilitie 
touching the obſervation of the Lords day,ſaying, as it 


was 
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was maliciouſly reported amongſt the Jewes, that the 
Lord was not riſen,bur that his Diſciples ſtole him away, 
therefore the day of his reſurrection ought not ro bee 
kept; nor preached on their Sabbath,tending ſo much to 
the overthrow thereef,Ulpon this or the like blaſphemie 
S.Panltooke juſt occaſion to renounce themand their 
| Synagogue, ſaying, From henceforth I goe unto the Gen- 
itles, And'fo immediately he tooke order for a publike 
place to meer in, ſo large, thatmen and womenJeatnef 
and-unlcarned;belecvers and unbelecvers mighrall mett 
together. And this place wasaCuu n cn. Rs 
It the whole Charch be come together,into one place, 
they may ſpeake languages, provided that they dot in; 
terpret;1 Cor.14-33. Yea, but how doth ir appeare that 
this one place is a Church £ Why,becauſe himfelfe calls

Hereby we may by Gods mercy 
make good the truth of our Church. For we are able li- 
neally to ſet downe the ſucceſſhon of our Biſhops from 
St. Peter £0.St. Gregorieand from himto our firſt Arch- 
biſhop St. Auſtin, our Engliſh Apoſtle as Biſhop Godin 
calls him, downeward to his Grace thatnow fits in his 
chairc,Psimate of all England,and Metropolitane. 

T his ſucceſſion of Biſhops tothe Apoſtles,and exerciſe 
of Ecclcftaſticall diſcipline,preaching of the word ofGod, 
and confecrating of the Euchariſt on the Lords Bgord.or 
holy altar, wasjudged arhing ſoncceflary by the Apoſtles 


Euſeb.l8.c.z. and their ſucccfiours,that(as Euſebiw« reports) Chriſtians 


never ccaſed building,repairing,& inlarging of Churches, 
even inthe hotteſt times of periccution. And though the 
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Paſtours were many times driven out ofthem,and wan- 
dred up and downein mountaines,and dens, and caves of 
tifecarth, yer they found' ſuch favour with the Empe- 
rowrs,that the Churches ſtillcontinued. And their chairs 
—_— emprie, nor the ſucceſſion of their Biſhops 
interrupted, no not in Dzcleſtans time, when ſo many 
Churches were demohſhed. 
Trucit is Cecthwiin Minutir Falix,and Celſmin Ori- 
gen,and other Gentiles reviled Chriſtians, & called them 
Acheiſts, q#24 nec rempla nec deogpaberent, becauſe they 
had nexher Temples nor gods. And indeed they had 
no ſach Temples,nor worſhipped ſuch gods as they did. 
Yer Chriſtians were never without Churches to ſerve 
the true God in. Howbeitthey were notcalled Temples, 
or Baſil: before the Emperour Conftantines time,who 
built them in that ſtately and magnificent maner, that 
they might equalize or furmount the ſumptuous Tem- 
ples erected by the Heathen to DianaYenw, Jupiter, or 
other heathen gods. | 
Thus neceſſity of Gods ſervice, and exerciſe of Ec- « 
clefiaſticall diſcipline, cauſed and continued: the uſe,pf 
Churches from time to time, and their zeale inflamed 
themto beautifie and adorne them in the moſt ſumptu- 
ous manerthat might be, that with Davidand Solomon 
they might ſhew ( ſo farre as their poverty would ſuffer 
them)in ſuch glorious and magnificent buildings,and by 
the ſumpruous coſtlineſſe beſtowed in adorning of them 
with gold, filver,and pretious ſtones, the incomparable 
glory, and infinite greatneſſe of the Majeftic of their” 
God, to whom that poore houſe was dedicated, and be- 
fore whom they preſented themſelves to performe ſuch | 
ſervice as himſclfe and his Vicegerents have appointed ; 
. Which doubrlcſſe(as by the practice of S. P al & the A- 
poltles,and the beſt Saints of God,may appeareNis much 
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more acceptable unto him being performed in an houſe 
of his own, than if it had been continued in one of ours, 
z;n ſome upper chamber,as now upon neceſſity it was-- 
Wherefore ſince by Gods mercy we do in part enzoy 
thepiety and bounty of our Predeceſſours,and have the 
houſes of God leftus to ſerve Godin; letus abandon the 
irregular faſhion of ſtraggling Schiſmarickes, in making 
Conventicles, praying, preaching,and breaking bread in 
corners,private houſes,and dining roomes. And on the 
other ſide, let usconforme our ſelves in frequenting the 
Lords houſe, tothe praQticeofrhe Lords Church,eſpe- 
cially on the Lords day,and ſay with David, O come ler 
us goe into the bouſe of the Lord, and fall flat on our faces 
before hs foorſloole. | | 
Andifwe donor onely bend or bow our body to his 
bleſſed Boord, or holy Altar,but fall faron our faces be- 
forc his footſtoole ſo ſoone as ever we approach in fight 
thereofgyhat Patriarch, Apoſtle,bleſſed Martyr,holy or 
learned Father, would condemne us for it « or rather 
 wauld not bedclighted to ſee their Lord fo honoured, 8& 
their devotion ſo reverently imitated, and ſo good hope 
eiven-to have it in ſuch ſort continucd-in.the Lords 
houſe,on the Lords day;by the Lords ſervants, unto the 
Lords comming againe, whodoubtlefſe will then ratifie 
what he hath already pronounced, Bleſſed are thoſe ſer- 
vans whom the Lord when he commeth ſhall nd ſodowmg.
